Trueman Asks 
Federal. Aid 
For Colleges 

Dr. A. E. Trueman, president o£ 
the University of New Bininswick 
stated that universities required 
federal aid, during an address at 
a dinner meeting of U.N.B. alumnae 
In Ottawa last Thursday evening. 

Dr. Trueman said universities all 
across Canada were facing lower 
revenues with no chance of re- 
ducing expenses proportionately. 

"The time has come for the Fed- 
eral. Government to participate in 
some kind of support of higher 'edu- 
cation in this country," he said. 

Dr. Trueman, former president 
of the- University of M.anito|>a, said 
that the -heads of unlvenitics from 
all sections of Canada met several 
months ago .with Prime Minister 
St. Laurent and Hon. D. C. Abbott, 
Finance Minister, to urge such aid. 

"What will come out of it, I don't 
know," he said. 

Despite , a student registration of 
1.076 students this "year, revenues 
at UJir.B. .would be down some $35,- 
000 from last year.

Ifillel Upholds Unrestricted 
Immigration to Holy Land 



"Should Israel restrict immigra 
tion to the Holy Land?" was the 
topic of debate yesterday at Hlllsl 
House. Luc'Ile Charness and Art 
Leznoff upheld the affirmative 
while the rcgativc team consisted 
of Henry Novard and. Jack Green- 
stein. 

Lucille Charncss, first affirma- 
tive speaker, argued that Israel 
should restrict Immigration of 
those who are able to support 
thcnisclvc.i \vl)lle those who cannot 
support thCTsclves shoujd be ad- 
mitted. Tlie reason given for such 
restriction v;as that there was not 
enough housing, and employment 
In Israel to take care of these im- 
migrants. 

Henry Nevard, first negative 
speaker stated the contrary opinion; 
that Israel hsd plenty land which 
should be Inhabited and that she 
required immigrants to help her 
defend herself from the Arabs. Art 
Leznoff, second affirmative speak- 
er pointed out that tobi^n;^ im- 
migrants would use ■'up^oney 
which could be .applied .to Indus- 
try, Industry would in turn create 
more goods and facilities that at 
a future datt would make possible 
more immigration. Thus he con- 
cluded, that having unrestricted 
immigration , nt present, would' re- 
strict imnhi^Tatioh in the. future 
since the nation would gradually 
become in.-puverished; 

No Restriction 
Jack Grecnstcln, second nega- 
tive speaker contended thai there 
should be no restriction because 
1) Israel requires strength in num- 
bers to fight Arabs, 2) Israel is 
the haven- for the long-suffering 
Jews, ^3) Favorable ■ attitude of 
Israel J-wa towards immigration. 
He described the hard struggles 
in Palestine stating that the Arabs 
are fightipj to preserve their old 
feudal system while "we are light- 
ing to kee:> our homCj^eialso 
argued tha*. those who!^^^ 
to, Israel have strong ~ fèêlinS^or 



strong ~ feêlingmor 
it and will therefore be- good 'for 
the country. ^ 

Henry Nevard criticized the lirsl 
affirmative speaker for stating that 
she was considering i,,the" subject 

i- 



from the non-JewLsh point of view. 
He also pointed out that restriction 
should not be carried because "what 
legislative body has the right to 
say which shall go and which shall 
not go?" Miss Charness for the af- 
firmative restated the affirmative 
plan which was to allow D.Ps into 
the Holy Land and to restrict those 
who were financially able to sup- 
port themselves. She contended 
that the negative did not attempt 
to disprove the arguments.- 

Jack Greenstein for the negative 
then argued that if the pupose of 
the affirmative pl^n was to better 
the economic conditions in ' Israel, 
then prohibiting immigration of 
those financially well off would 
produce the reverse effect 

Art Leznoff,. the last affirmative 
speaker, asserted that the negative 
were painting a false picture of the 
conditions in Palestine. He also 
stated that those immigrants -who 
were financially well off would 
take the jobs and land away from 
those who'.lreally need them. 

Frank Gtitman, who was recently 
In Palestine, was asked to com- 
ment on the arguments of the de- 
baters, while the Judge was arriv- 
ing, at a. decision. He said that the 
points'brought up amused him, as' 
hè Kad never hoard in Israel that 
immigration should be restricted. 
He added, that an Important point 
negiectiid was that the poor and 
lower class Immigrants did not pos- 
sess the idealism which the more 
wealthy immigrants possessed. 

The judge, Leo Kolber,, gave his 
decislpn to the negatlve.side on the 
basis that the afflrroatlver was con- 
tending that Israel shoiild admit 
those in poverty and refuse to ad- 
mit those financially stable. And 
that this argument did not con- 
vince him. 

Art' Leznoff was judged the best 

Ml Henry Hayard^^est 
ker. The poihts'^Bwarded 
.were: Art Leznoff, 80; Henry Ne- 
vard, 77; Jack Greenstein, 72; Lu- 
cille Charness, 68. The negative 
team was awarded 149 while the af- 
firmative team 148 points, making 
It a very close . decision.

Dr. Sinclair Laird, who retired 
last spring after being associated 
with the MacDonald College School 
for Teachers for 36 years, was bon 
orcd last Friday: night at a testi- 
monial dinner at the Windsor 
Hotel. Attending the dinner were 
representatives from McGIll Uni- 
versity, the Protestant Committee 
of Education and the Provincial 
Association of Protestant Teachers. 

Dr. G. G. D. Kilpatrlck, chairman 
of the Protestant Committee, on be 
half of the three bodies, presented 
Or. Laird, who was dean of the 
school, with a token gift. Miss Ruth 
IjOWi-^retlrinr PJA.P.T. president, 
made a similar presentation to Mrs, 
Laird. 

Tribute Paid 

Dr. W. P. Pcrclval, director of 
Protestant Education, paying trib 
utc toj.the'guest of honor, recalled 
that Dr. Laird had been associated 
with the school for ail but the first 
six years of its existence. 

"During his time," Dr. Percival 
said, "the improvements were 
many. First of all he succeeded in 
having the age .limit of students 
raised from 16 to 18. Then he set 
about to Improve the courses, par- 
ticularly In psychology, English and 
French." . 

"Dr. Laird," he continued, "al- 
ways laid great stress on the de 
vclopment . of ,, character, on disci' 
plinc at tbe^ school and his choice 
of teachers was always a wise one, 

David C. Munroc, who succeeded 
Dr. Laird as dean of the school 
for teachers, recalled - the import- 
ant work done by his predecessor 
when the latter was pension com 
missloner for the PA.P.T. He 
stressed the way in which Dr, 
Laird co-operated with Roman 
Catholic teachers In.. the province 
School Staff Thanked 

In reply. Dr. Laird said that a 
great deal of credit must go to the 
staff of the school. Many of the 
improvements mentioned, he ^ de- 
clared, could not have been carried 
out without the support of the prov- 
inèial authorities orflhe^'Frotestant 
Board and. hé thankeâvtli'eTvarious 
representatives for their co-opera- 
tion.

Toronto — (CUP) — An increase 
in Student Fees will be necessary 
if the plans for the proposed Stu- 
dent Union are to become a reality. 
Ian MacLennan, Chairman of the 
Student Union Memorial Building 
Committee of the SAC said Mon 
day. 

"We hope to make up a good 
deal of the debt with returns from 
various paying parts of the Union 
such as the cafeteria," added Mac- 
Lennan, "but the Union will be for 
the students, and the students must 
pay for it." 

"The plans for the building have 
been put ott a sounder basis through 
the consultation of a firm of archi 
tects," MacLennan stated. The firm 
has .given the committee a free 
estimate of the cost of the building. 
Tentative figures for the building 
alone run to $700,000. The addition 
of a theatre would mean an extra 
$240.000 dollars. 

Students Fay 

The capital for the project will be 
obtained through a loan "in ail 
probability frorn some source with 
in the University itself." said Mac 
Lennan. The loan will be repaid by 
student fees and subscriptions. 
Discuss SAC Transfer 

The interest shown by rarious 
officials in the University Indicates 
MacLennan thinks, that the Uni 
vcrsity in general is beginning to 
regard a co-ed Building as a desir- 
able memorial. 

MacLennan has held conferences 
throughout the summer with Prcsi 
dent Sidney Smitii, SAC sec-trea- 
surer, E. A. Macdonald. Miss Parkes 
and' Steering" Commlttiée of the 
University. > Finances were among 
the .^problems discussed, as wail 
as Uié'^lôratlon of the building. It 
was tentatively suggested that 
Baldwin House, the present home 
of the History Department be given 
to the SAC for the purpose of a 
Co-ed Building.

Rev. Knowles Helps 
Solve Many Problems

Strategically situated in an office 
just beside the notice board in the 
main rotunda 'of the Arts Build- 
ing where exam results are posted, 
the iinlvcrslty chaplain and stu- 
dents* counsellor probably deals 
with more student problems than 
any othèr officer of the university 
—about 60 full-fledged ones every 
day. . 

Ever 8lnce;he was appointed by 
the Board of Governors three years 
ago,*Rev. E. Clifford Knowles has 
made It a- strict practice to see 
anyone any time— and he has done 
Just that over 5,000 timesi. 

On an average day aboiit 60 stu- 
dents visit Mr. Knowles'.. office. 
Some are veterans worried . about 
D.V.A. grants; others have domes- 
tic or emotional problems; still 
more simply seek vocational ad- 
vice. Mr. Knowles gives each case 
careful, Individual, and confiden- 
tial consideration., 

Although a goodly number of 
vets still come . to his office, Mr. 
Knowles is now the "confidant" 
of an increasing, number, of 
younger, ex-high school undergrad- 
uates. "The problems of this 
younger group are hard to classify," 
he says "but I do find they result 
from students not being certain 
about what they want to do." J^i^ 



The students' counsellor says that 
If a student expects to earn his liV' 
ing Immediately upon graduation 
he should ' know when he enters 
the university precisely what pro 
fession or occupation he wants to 
follow. If he does not, Mr. Knowles 
feels he should work for a year 
after leaving high school and be 
Xorc ^entering, college.. . . •„ 
. , "Such -a: course of action would 
not solve all hls..problems, but it 
would encourage a more mature at 
tltude both towards his university 
career and to his life's work." 

A native of Yorkshire, England, 
Mr. Knowles received his univcr 
sity education in Canada, gaining 
both B.A. and M.A. degrees at Mc 
Gill, and a B.D. at Toronto. After 
one year of post-graduate work at 
the University of Edinburgh, he 
became pastor of two London 
churches. This was followed by five 
years in Newfoundland and three 
more as chaplain with the armed 
forces in Italy, Belgium and Hoi 
land. 

Although an ordained minister of 
the United Church of Canada, Mr. 
Knowles says that in his work at 
the university he has no denomina- 
tion. "Just as many non-Protestants 
as Protestants pass, thrpugh my of- 
ûoiïIJiefÊîtGœf^ • :

The dep religious convictions of 
Pascal and the modern religious 
mind were discussed by Professor 
Emile Cailllet of Princeton's Theo- 
logical Seminary, one of the most 
outstanding Christian leaders and 
teachers of ''our day, when he spoke 
to a number ot McGill students re- 
cently. 

A Frenchman by birth, Pro(. 
Caillicl served in the French Army 
during the First World War, after 
which he spent three years in Af- 
rica, making a study of primitive 
thought and symbolistic forms of 
expression In oral traditions. He 
received his Ph.D. In Literature at 
the University of Montpclier, in 
France, and is now a National Fel- 
low of the French Academy of Co- 
lonial Sciences in Paris. His re- 
searches in the field of symbolis.n 
led him through philosophy and 
theology to a complete vindication 
of Christian mysticism, culminating 
In the study of Blaise Pascal. He 
has written a number ot important 
works In this realm ot thought and 
holds the degree ot Th-D. ^summa 
cum laude ot the University of 
Strasbourg. 

Out of the vague and misty re- 
gions of 17'ih century history ho 
rescued tho figure of Blaise Pascal, 
making his thought vibrate with 
life and intimacy. Going into the 
lecture o.ne remembered Pascal 
only as one of the shadowy fij- 
ures who cropped up every now 
and again in discussions on ma- 
thematics; a slckly-lookln; young 
man whose picture hung over a 
diagram in the high school physics 
book with a mention of Pascal's 
Law, or prtnclple, or something ot 
that sort. After the lecture one 
felt in clo£e contact with one of 
the great scniuscs and heroes of 
mankind; saint, scientist and philo- 
sopher. 

And undoubtedly Pascal was a 
genius in the full sense of the 
word. The child prodigy wro wrote 
a treatise un sound at 12, who was 
discovered in his room on hamis 
and knees, -A'crking out for himself 
with a pinrc of eharocal the 32 
proposllionî of Euclid, lived to 
fulfill th» promise of his child 
hood. At IS, he had already reach 
ed the kryetone ot his geometric 
system, with the . discovery of the 
mystic h'jxigram, the famous for- 
mulation in which he proved that 
the intersections of the three pairs 
of opposilu sides of a hexagon 
inscribed In a conic are colllnear. 
From this he derived 400 corollar- 
ies, the definitive . word on the 
study of conic sections— an enor- 
mous and staggenng aconriplish- 
ment in any 'age. 

By the a^e of 20, he had been 
a member of the French Academy 
for seven years, had' received 
hushed and admiring visits from 
that colony of geniuses of the 17th 
century v.'hu opened up the 
to the modern world apd its way 
ot thinking. 

As physicist and mathematician 
he was famous over the civilized 
world, having vindicated and ex- 
tended ToricelU and Galileo , In 
their daring and irrefutable specu- 
lations on the nature of the physi- 
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cal world; he was the recognized 
peer of those great physicists, 
Boyle and Descartes, the other great 
names In the history of early sci 
ence. With Desargues, he Invented 
projective geometry; and with 
Ferhat, the lawyer of Toulouse, 
who ranks with' Newton In mathe 
matical genius, he established, by 
correspondence, the foundations of 
the Theory of Probability and its 
allied theory of Combinatorial An- 
alysis. 

The importance of these mathe- 
matical foundations, indispensable 
weapons In the study of life-in- 
surance statistics, population stud- 
ies, intelligence tests, sub-atomic 
physics, extra-gallatic astronomy 
is Indisputable. .There is not a fac- 
ulty in the university today un- 
influenced by Pascal's thought. 
(And the whole thing arose be- 
cause a gambling friend of his want- 
ed to know what his chances were 
of winning at thé tables.) 

It was as a practical problem that 
Pascal turned to religion. Having 
gone the reaches ot rationalistic in- 
quiry, there was a gradual growth 
of disillusionment In his genius, in 
the fame and glory of his achieve- 
ment. But the nature of the man 
has to be understood before we can 
understand his solution. Devout by 
nature and upbringing, but still a 
Renaissance man, like Spinoza, 
Desciirtes and Mvlebranche, con- 
vinced of the validity of reason, 
Pascal had to find a solution be- 
tween the claims of science and 
religion; the very dilemma of mod- 
ern man faced hkn as the crucial 
question of his own personal life— 
and this is the reason lor his im 
poriancc today, and the urgency of 
his solution. 

What was that solution? It was 
the mystical vision of a hierarchi- 
cal order in the universe. conceiV' 
ed in religious 'ecstasy and justified 
with hair-splitting logic. But the 
mlnd.:,]was.^never subordinated to 
the' nietiiocl; 'Instead his method was 
dominated by the subject' matter. 
There were -différent approaches 
for the various levels of truth — 
the rational and scientific for the 
affairs of the material world — the 
convictions of Intuition and. faith 
for religious truth, not divorced 
from reason but reason Itself in a 
sublimated form, known by the 
heart. "The heart has reasons that 
reason will never know." 

In the Pensee's Pascal has left 
the only really great monument of 
the Jansenlst movement, and there 
it is we get his vision of the three 
orders: reason topped by the heart, 
all capped and Interwoven with a 
real and living God, unifying and 
sublimating it, 

Is that vision real today? Has it 
any relevance? This strange adapt 
j^Uttj^ot. methods, does it find 
iSny^counterpart in modern scien' 
tific inquiry? The answer Is, it is 
modern scientific Inquiry. 

With the breakdown of Aristo- 
telian logic, the' discrediting ot the 
cl8ssi&:hbtions of Inertia and mass, 
where physicists discover that the 
main characteristic of matter is its 
tendency to disorder, and 'patterns 



ot clues is aU Iha great] selentUts 
can claim, PascarUkes hU real po- 
sition as the triumphant ' prophet 
of the modern world. Planck, the 
discoverer of Quantum' Physics, 
discredits even the notion of caus- 
ality, and reason, after two centu- 
ries ^of- complacent supremacy now 
begins io doubt Itself and its Infal- 
libility, as Pascal did 300 years ago. 

A sceptic, out-doubting doubt, 
Humeian in acidity and thorough- 
ness, he went further than 'any of 
the thinkers of his age In that line, 
soaring through reason to a shin- 
ing faith. His last years spent in 
agonizing illness, and sometimes 
self-inflicted pain, but made happy 
by the profundity of his religious 
insights, led to the eventual break- 
down and' death of this remarkable 
man. -He died in convulsions, and 
an autopsy revealed lesion of the 
brain (as a result of .the collapse of 
his digestive tract.) 

For this reason, many critics have 
been inclined to label him as in- 
sane,, beginninif with the period ot 
his religious "second conversion." 
But the 'sublime misanthrope' as 
Voltaire calls him in his Lettres 
Phllosphlques, the author oit the 
finest ironical satire since Luclan 
(In his Lettres Provinciales bring 
ing about the eventual discrediting 
and abolishing of the Jesuit order) 
is hardly dismissed as easily as that. 

Men are Just not wlillinK yet to 
accept his conclusions with grace: 
that a higher principle than reason 
is ilceded to carry on philosophy, 
and that isf aith. As Leo Tolstoy re 
marks in an essay on Pascal (1B0«, 
translated 1023) . . ." Pascal shows 
us that men without religion are 
either animals or madmen; he rubs 
their noses in their abominations 
and insanities and shows them that 
no science can replace religion. Bui 
Pascal believed in God. in the 
Trinity, In the Bible, and therefore 
for them it is a settled question that 
what he told them about the in 
sanity of their life and vanity of 
their science Is untrue.;| 

He is unpleasant to take; he rocks 
the foundations of our complacendy 
. so he becomes a classic and 
remains unread, and lectures about 
him arc treated with the worst 
publicity in many a decade. 

The scholasticism that Pascal op- 
posed, that dominated our lives In 
scientific form till yesterday when 
Claude Bernard wrote his Intro- 
duction to Experimental Medicine 
and Boudroux (the teacher of Berg- 
son) his Contingency of Natural 
Law, Is dying^ and with the birth 
of the new era must come, humility, 
and with humility, Pascal 
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Mr. C. A. Levermtn been 
appolnltd nur Minsglns Director.

It was with this 
suggestion that the second, and last 
of the Falconer Lectures closed in 
Convocation Hall to a near-capa- 
city audience. 

' '.What Proper. BalanceT 
Lord '. Salisbury. ; reiterated- the 
problem: "What Is the proper bal- 
ance between liberty and authority, 
and how can it be achieved?" He 
suggested that, generalities In poll- 
tics are '.useless,, and went on to 
apply the. principles he had men- 
tioned to the concrete question of 
domestic and foreign policy. 

In the international field ths 
speaker noted that the attempts to 
reconcile liberty and authority have 
not been wholly successful. .The 
League ..of Nations failed because 
it Avas not world-wide; the United 
Nations is only partially successful 
because. Lord Salisbury pointed 
out, Russia has used It to thwart 



any efforts to restrain her actions. 
The principle of liberty perfected 
by authority had not been followed. 
Danger of Authority 
The pendulum can swing too far 
in the other direction, and there, 
the lecturer remarked, authority 
cap override liberty. He sees this 
danger In oyer .• centralization of 
governmentî ^ itr eMiifa{ ;.t^^^ that 
can arise from- It' Êxcessivo cen 
tralization removes the government 
farther from the ordinary person 
and Is apt to destroy initiative. Ttie 
second pitfall. Lord Salisbury ob. 
served Is a \endency to disregard 
the rights of the minorities, to for- 
get that government solely in the 
interests of one section of the pop 
ulation, no matter how large, is not 
compatible with freedom. 

Lord Sall&bury compared the ef- 
fort to baso the actions of nations 
on anything but. an .^'extraneous and 
lmmutài)!À* 'i'ode'of moirals to btiild 
Ing on shifting sand. .There wc can 
see thé relationship of liberty and 



authority. Lcrd ' Saiisbury summed 
up the problem in these words: 
"Authority is no doubt necessary, 
but its main purpose must be to 
buttress that liberty of thought and 
spirit which It is our Christian duty 
to up'hold" • ; .
